TheSouth wind which is mentioned as pecaliar to the two last 
months, continues till the middle of this month, relieved sometimes by 
a land wind from the W. or 8. W.; in this interval gales of wind of 
extreme violence have occasionally been experienced, commencing 
their career generally at the N. W, and veering to every point of the 
compass; about the 16th, the regular land or hot winds set in, which 
are moderated in their effect towards the end of the month by occa- 
sional showers, The sea breeze sets in about noon and blows till 9 or 
10r.m. There areabout nineteen days of clear weather, eight of 
flying clouds and haze, and four cloudy days, on two or three of which 
there is rain; thedew is almost imperceptible, and lightning with 
thunder occur about four times.

Paranxren Beanens of all descriptions 9 in a set, to be paid at 
the rate of 3 annas and 9 pice per day, or Rupees 7 each per month. 

Bearers hired to go beyond the precincts of Madras, to be paid 
according tothe distance ; calculating the rate of hire at 3 aunas and 
9 pice each, for every 10 English Miles. 

A set of bearers required to g0 beyond the precincts of Madras or 
to St. Thomas’s Mount, Poonamallee or Ennore, shail consist of 10, 
butif required for a greater distance of 12. 

Bearers hired at Madras,if they go into the country beyond the 
distance of 10 miles, and are detained for some days, are to receive 
lannaand 3 pice a day batta, in addition to their daily hire of 3 
annas and 9 pice each. - 

Bearers are entitled to the daily hire of 3 annas and 9 pice although 
their services may only be required for a portion of the day, it 
will however be optional with the bearers to engage themselves per 
trip or for half hire. 

A set of Bearers when travelling shall receive 3 annas and 9 pice 
each, for every 10 English Miles. 

If a person in the courseof a journey remains at a place, he must 
for the firat three days pay each bearer 1 anna and 3 pice batta, if he 
remains more than 3 days, he must pay each bearer 3 annas and 9 
pice perday. 

If the bearers are to travel through cross roads, they are to be paid 
at the rateof 3 annas and 9 pice each per 10 English Miles, 

A set of bearers on Field Service toreceive each 7 Rupees a month, 
and the head Bearer 7 Rupees and 14 Annas. 

Bearers on Field Service are not to receive batta,

POSTED BEARERS. 


If the posts or stations are divided into distances of 30 miles, the 
rate of charge fora set of twelve bearers, shall be 14 annas and J1 
pice, for the first station, 1 Rupee, 6 annas and 4 pice for the secoird, 
increasing 7 annas and 5 pice every station or post, and if the Stations 
are subdivided into half distances of 15 miles each, then the increase 
upon each post shall be 3 aunas and 9 pice, and if into distances of 10 
miles each, theincrease stiall be 2 annas and 6 pice and so on in pro- 
portion according to the division of the poste. 

If the Bearers are detained on the road, they are to receive 1 anna 
and 3 pice a day for the first four days, and 3 anuas and 9 picea day 
for every day afterwards. 

If after having been posted, they are recalled, they are to receive 
for the time they have been absent, at the rate of 6 Rupees and 2 
Annas per month, and the head Bearer at therateof 7 Rupees. 

If Bearers are sent from Madras to any distance, to bring back a 
Gentleman from thence, half the hire is to be paid for going, and full 
hire for bringing back. 

In case a set of Bearers who are posted for any Gentleman be left at 
any particular post, having received their full hire to that post, any 
other Gentleman arriving there, or requiring that the set be detained 
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thereon his acccout, shall pay to the set of Bearers the rates for waite 
ing already established, and for the distance or journey the usual trae 
Velling pay of 3 annas and 9 pice for every ten miles. 

Palankeens for hire being numbered and stationed in different 
places, all persons hiring Palankeens will in future be enabled to ascer- 
tain the particalar Palankeen and Bearers they may employ, aud in 
the event of any loss of property or misconduct in the Bearers, the 
number of the Palankeen should be immediately reported, with the 
matter of complaint to the Superintendent of Police.

Half the hire to Coolies and Carriage Bullocks, 
and three Quarters to a Cart to be paid in advance, and the remainder 
when arrived at the place of destination. 

FIELD PAY. 

A Cooly seven Rupees, a Carriage Bullock with a Driver five Rupees 
and four Annas, anda Cart with two Bullocks and a Driver twenty-six 
Rupees and four Annas per month, no Batta. A day’s journey fora Cooly 
and Carriage Bullock is twenty English milee—a Cart fifteen miles.

_ The Right Hanoyable the Gavernor in Council is pleased to authorige the publicac 
tion ef the following rules and ordess relative to the grant of Absentee Allowances to 
Ciyil Servants of this Presidency. 

Extract from a Letter from the Honorable the Court af Directors, dated $lst De- 
cember 1824. 

19. ‘That after ap actgal residence in India inthe Civil Service of ten years or 
upwards a Cavenanted Civil Seryunt of the Company, upon either pf the Establish- 
ments of Bengal, Madras or Bombay, shall be entitled, whether on account of ill 
health or from any other cayse, and without reference to his private fortune, to come 
Anee ta Europe an leave for three years, and to receive for that period from the Com- 
pany’s Cagh an allowance of £00 per annum, provided that in no case shall a grea- 
tee number af Servants eome Home under this eguiation annually than seventeen 
from Bengal, nine from Madras, and six from Bombay, nor shall 9 larger number of 
Servante who may have come Home under this Regulation be absent in the whole at 
One time than fifly-qne from Bengal, twenty-seven from Madras, and eighteen from 
Bombay, and that the preference shall be given first to Servants producing Medical 
Certificates upon oath that & to Europe is indispensably necessaty for the restora- 

not health, and then to Servants in their order of senierity according to the rank 
araigued to them by the Court af Directors in the Gradation List of the Service, 

20. “ Thatin ceses of Civil Servants compelled by illness, certified upon oath, 
to come to Europe previous t@ their completion of an actual residence in the Civi 
Service of ten years, such Covenanted Servants Shall each be presented with the sum of 
2,000 Sicca Rupees as Passage Maney and shall be entitled for a periad nat exceeding 
three years to an Allowance from the Company's Cash of £ 250 per apnum 3 but that 
Seryants having received this indulgence shalt not in the event of their again coming 
to Europe after having completed a residence of ten yenrs or upwards be entitled tq 
any Allowance under the first Regulation except their return be again occasioned by 
illness to be ip like manner certified upon onth, and then only tothe difference be- 
tween what they have before drawn, in the sh pe of Absentee Allowance exclusive of 
Pasange Money and that of £500 per annum for three years.

or on account of private affairs 3 also specifyiug as nearly as possible the date of ema 
barkation for Europe: which Certificate, upon his arrival in London, must be pros

3. In your Despatch in this Department dated the 6th of September 1925, Paras. 

6 and 7, you have brouglit to our notice two questions raised in respect of the Regula- 

tions framed by us for grantitg Absentee Aliowatice to Civil Servahts when in Europe. 
The first of these questions is 

“ ‘Whether it is competent for a Civil Servant who may have completedja residence 
“ often years to proceed to England and there await his turn to the indulgence of the 
“ Honorable Court, having previously notified to Government his desire to avail 
* himself of the liberality of the Honorable Court upon the first occasion on whieh 
“ it should be open to bim.”” . 

5. This question we answer in the negative, In framing the Regulations, 
it_was our object, that whilat each Civil Servant, might be enabled once in the couree 
of his service to have the benefit of the Absentee Allowance, the number amaually re- 
turning to England with that view should be limited, an object which would be de- 
feated if Civil Servants were allowed to come homeand wait their turn in England. 

6. The other question is“ Whether the ten years actual residence in India is to be 
“ considered to embrace the period ‘passéd at Hertford College,” to which we reply 
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that such is not the intention, We mean the regulation to be construed in the sense 
which it expresses, * actual resideuce in India.”

Para. 3. Previously to the enactment 53d Geo. 5, Cap. 155, it was our practice 
to forward to you Lists of the relative rank of Writers appointed from time to tine 
to your Establiiment. Under the authority of that enactment Regutations were 
frumed for the acvernment of our Collegeof Hiaileybury, one of which provided that 
the relative rauk of Writera should be tixed by the College Council, and specified in 
the College Certificate, subject however to losx of such rank in the event of the Wri- 
ters failing to proceed to India within aespecitied time. Lists of the fank of Writers 
Under this Regulation are now periodically forwarded to you. 


_ 4. The offers of the Absentee Allowance are to be made in the order in which Civid 
Servants have been, or may be, classed under the Rules to which we have adverted, to 
such of the Servants as shatl have actually resided in India in the Civil Service of your 


Establishment during a period of not less than ten years, commencing ftom the date 
of arrival at Madras. 


8. On reference to our Lettc# dated the 26th of Aprit 1826, Para. 5, you will per- 
Ceive that it is not competent for a Civil Servant, having completed a residence of th 
years, to come to England and there wait his turn for the Absentee Allowance. That 
‘Allowance is to be granted in each case by the local Government under the Regula- 
tions which we have prescribed, and no Civil Servant will be pefinitted to draw Ab- 
sentee Allowance in England who shall not, previously to his quitting India, have 


Been admitted to that benefit by the Government of the Presidency to Which he may 
long. 


7. So soon as the aggregate number of Civit Servants absent, end who shall have 
come Honie updn the Absentee Allowance of £500 per annum, shall amount to twen- 
ty-seven, the same itidulgence ia only to be granted as Servants included in that num- 
ber may cither return or quit the Service so that the total number of Absentees have 
ing left Madras upon the allowance of £500 per annum ie never to exceed the limit 
oftwenty-seven fixed by our orders duted the 30th Mecember 1824.

Every officer after twenty-live years’ service in India, three years for one furlough 
being included, is allowed to retire with the pay of the rank to which he hes attained 
willia twelve months of his arrival in Europe; but such pay is to be the same only as 
that allowed to Otlicers of Infantry. 

Members of the Medical Board, who have been in that station not less thantwo years 
and not Jess than twenty years in India, including three years for one furlough, are 
permitted to retire from the service, and allowed £500 per annum, and £700 per 
annum, if they have served five years in that station. 2 ‘i 

Superintending Surgeons, who have been in that station not less than two years, and 
whose prtied of service have been not less than twenty years, including three yeurs fot 
one furlough, are permitted td retire from the service, and allowed £300 per annum, 
and £3:5 per annum if they have served five years in that station. b 

Allother Surgeons and Assietant Surgeons attached to the Military, are permitted 
to retire from the service on the pay of their rank, after having served in India not less 
than twenty years, including three years for one furlough. 

A Superintending Surgeon on the Prince of Wales fsland Establishment, who hes 
been in that station not less than two yeara, and not less than t@enty years in the ser- 
vice, including three years for one furlough, is allowed a pension of £300 per annum. 

‘n the case of his not having held that office for two years, his retiring allowance 
Jintited to ten abillings a day. 

‘The Senior Assistant Surgeon, after the aaid period of service, is allowed a retiring 
allowance of ten Shillings a day: Rite) 
All other Assistant Surgeons, afier the said period of service, are allowed to retire of 

ve shillings a day. 

A Veterinary Surgeon is allowed to retire on sever shillings a dag after twenty years’ 
rervice, including tlireé years for one furlough; five shillings and six pence a day after 
thirteen years’ service, including three years for one furlough; and three shillingsa day 
alter sim years’ service, in the two last cases provided his health shall not permit him to 
continue to serve in India. 

In the event of any of the Prince of Wales Island Medical Servants being com- 
pelled by ill health (duly certified) to retire previous to their having served twenty 
years, they are granted, in the case of the Superintending Surgeon and Senior Assist- 
ant Sutgeon, a retiring allowance of five shillings a day, and in all other cases, & 
retiring #llowance of two shillings and six pence a day. If intermediately between 
the completion of six and ten years, they are granted a retiring allowance of two 
shillings a dey. 4

A Chaplain, after eighteen years service on the Company's Establishment in China, 
including three yeurs absence on furlough, is allowed to retire on a pension of £365 
per annum; after ten years’ actual service (if compelled by ill health to quit the ser- 
vice) upon £200 15s. per annuum; after seven years actual service, upon £173 7s. Gu, 
per annum. 

A Commissary or Deputy Commissary of Ordnance, not being a Commissioned 
Officer, is allowed to retire on full pay if he lus served twenty-seven years in India, 
of which twelve must have been in the Ordnance Department; twenty-five yeats, 
fourteen of which in that department; or twetty-two yeurs, seventeen yearsof which, 
in the Ordnance Department. 

A Conductor of Stores is allowed to retire on £60 per annum, after twenty-five

Every Officer retarning ow furlough, and wishing to retive from the service must 
mokea declaration to that effect, within twelve months after lis arsival in Engl-nd 3 
and in case of his neglecting #0 to do, he must,at the eXpiration of Lis furlough, either 
return to India, or be held to have relinquished the service, and not be entitled to 
retire on pay, untess he hus continued te serve in India, from his first arrival, for the

Officers (of whatever rank) mast be ten years itt thdid, before they can be entitled 
(except in case of certified sickness, and as hereafter apecified) to their rotation to ba 
absent on furlough, and the same rule is applicable to Assistant Miltary Surgeons, and 
Veterinary Surgeot ‘The furlough to be granted by the Commander in Chief at 
ench Presidency, with the approbation of the respective Governments. 

Officers who have not served ten yeara in India, but whose presence in Engtatid is 
Fequired by urgent private affairs, may be allowed a furlough forone year without pay. 

A Chaplain aftcr seven years residence in India, is allowed to come home on fur- 
ough and receive the pay of Major. Should he come home from sickness, prior to 
this period of service, he is allowed the pay of Captain enly. 

A Conductor of Stores is allowed furlough pay only in case of coming home from 
sickness. 

Officers coming to England on furlough, are required immediately to report their 
arrival by letter to the Secretary, stating thename of the Ship in which they came,and 
their address, forwarding at the same time the certificates they received in India. 

‘The period of furlough is three years, reckoning from its date to the day of the re- 
turn of the Officer to his Presidency. 

Otficers are r. quired to join the establishment to which they belong at the expiration 
of the three years furlough, unless they shall have obtained an extension of leave from 
the Court, six months before the expiration of that period. No furlough will be 
extended, except in cases of sickness, certified in the manner herealter mentioned ; or 
in caves, in which it shall be proved tothe Court that a further residence in Europe ia 
indispensably necessary, 

All Officers finding it necessary to solicit a further leave of absence, on account of 
sickness, must, if resident in London or its vicinity, appear before the Company's ex 
amining Physician, Dr. W. K. Chambers, of Upper Brook-street, Grosvenor-squarey 
who will report tothe Court of Directors his opinion on the state of such officer's health. 
And if resident in the conntry in any part of the United Kingdom, they must transmit 
with their letter of application for such leave, a certificate according to the following 
form, signed by at least two Gentlemen, eminent im the Medical profession, viz :—

the name of the party,) and L declare, upon my honour, that according to the best of m 
judgment and beltef,—— is at present unfit fur Military Duty, and that i€ 
is absolutely necessary, for therecovery of his health, that he should remam at least —s—ee 
longer im as country.

Every Officer upon leaving India, will receive a printed copy of the General Order en. 
this subject, published agreeably to the Court’s instructions, and the plea of ignorance of 
the regulations will not beadmitted as any justification of the breach of them ; Officers 
therefore, who shall come home on furlough, and who shall not in due time apply, so as 
to effect their return tothe Presidency, to which they belong, within the period of three 
years from the commencement.of their furlough, willeubject themselves to the loss of

POST OFFICE REGULATIONS, 


DAWK DEPARTMENT. 


1.—The Mails leave Madras every evening in the following directions ; namely, 
Northerly, Southerly, Westerly, Northwesterly and Southwesterly. 

2.—The following revised rates of postage will take effect, with the other provisions 
of the Regulations from the Ist July 1823.

covers in the Offices from which they issue: and, thirdly, to relieve the Tappals of a 
great and unnecessary weight of covers and sealing wax and frequently of waxcloth.

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PASSPORT REGULATIONS. 


Twe Right Honorable the Governor in Council having reason to be satisfied of the 

total pans ates of the present practice of regulating Passports, either to prevent the 
passage of unauthorized travellers, to trace the route and the pretensions of those of 
doubtful character, or to ensure the free progress of those who are duly authorized, has, 
been pleased to eatublish the following orders, for the regulation and control of all Pase- 
ports granted under the Presidency of Fort St. George. 

Ist.—That from and after the first of June next, the Secretary of Government in the 
Public Departmentshall be charged with the general control and direction of all Pass« 
ports granted within the Territories of Fort St. George. , : 

2d.—Thet Passports of the prescribed form, capable of being recognized by Natives 
as.wellas Evropeans,in sewed Books witha Cheque Margin, for the insertion of the 
fame of the person and No. and date of the Passport (for the purpose of preventing 
forgeries by comparison when feturned) shall be issued by the Secretary of Government 
te all persons who shall be authorized to grant them, viz. To the Reaideut in Mysore, 
and to all Collectors for their respective Districts, with an exception of Sea Ports, where 
there is a Commercin! Resident, who will always regulate the Passports of the port 
where he resides; to the Town Major of Fort St. George for Military persons belonging 
to that Garrison; to the Adjutant General of the Army, for all ether Military persons 
leaving the Presidency ; and to such Officers Commanding Military Stations us shalt 
be authorized to grant Passports. ‘hese stations shall be determined in the first 
instance, and from time to time when any changes of Stations may occur, by the Secre- 
tary of Government in communication with the Adjutant General of the Army. ‘The 
Secretary of Government will himself regulate the receipts and issue at the Presidency 
of all Pussports to Persons not Military. 

3d.—That all persons authorized to grant Passports shall keep a Register in a pre- 
scribed Form (blank books of which will be likewise transmitted) of all Passports 
feceived, and another of all Passports issue : 7 

4th.—That all Travellers, on arriving at a station, shall deliver their Passport to the 

roper Officer, who shall register its receipt in the same manner as on granting one, and 
af the bearer proceeds farther, shall issue anew Passport in exchange, noting ou theold 
ore the date of its receipt, and at the end of each month sending by the Post all Puss- 
ports received to the person by whom they appear to have been granted. 

5th.—That the Secretary of Government in the Public Department shall keep a Ge- 
neral Register of all Travellers and Passports granted, to enable him to correct which, 
all Public Officers, authorized to grant or receive Passports, shall transmit to him 
monthly, a copy of their Register of Passports granted and received during the month, 
and shall be held responsible for the applieation of the exact number of Blank Pass- 
ports with which they have respectively been furnished by the Secretary. 

6th.—'That Passports to Military parsons shall be granted by Military Officers exciu- 
sively, andto ther persons by Civil Officers exclusively ; but in cases of urgency, a 
Military Officer in the absence of the Civil authori da Civil Officer in the absence 
of the Military authority, may passa Traveller to the next Post or Station, by endors- 
ing his Passport with the words ‘“ Pass to ge 
noting the date; entering in his register the particulars of the Passport, in the same 
Tanner as if he lad granted anew one; and entering the word “ endorsed” in the 
eelumn of remarke. ‘ 

7th.—Any Traveller stating thet he hes loat his Passport shall invariably be detain- 
ed, until a duplicate shall have been obtained. 

Sth.—Public Officers, having received # Passport authorizing them to travel post on 
the] Public Service, shall not becompelled to wait for the exchange of their Pasyporte, 
nor be subjected te any part of these Regulations which involve celay. 

9h—All Public Officers authorized to grant or receive Passports, shall report to the 
Secretary of Government any irregularity or deviation from the established rules which 
may come under their observation, together with al! remarks regarding the conduct and 
apparent views of Travellers, which may appear proper and necessary to be commu- 

-Bicated for the purposes of farther inquiry. And all Public Officers authorized 
to issue Passports are also empowered on sufficient information of incorrect conduct 
or improper views, to refuse a fresh Passport for the continuance of a journey already 
commenced : (reporting the detention to the Secretary of Government by the post of 
the day) or even to restrain until further orders the person of the Traveller, if such a 
Measure shall in their judgment appear to be necessary. 

10th.—For the convenience of official arrangement, all letters relating to Passports 
shall be superscribed “ Passport Service.” x 

“ _ MEMORANDUM. 

Exclusively of the Regulations which siiall be published for general information, it 
may be proper that all persons authorized to grant Passports, shouldbe furnished with 
instructions for their guidance in granting or relusing them. 

The following are supposed to embrace all the material considerations. 
lat.—To guard against the intrigues of foreigners in the interiorof the country either 
among our own feudatories or subjects, or at the durbars of independent Native Powers, 
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conatitutes the main object of these regulations. To prevent foreigners from acquiring 
local information, though an important, is but a secondary consideration ; and lastly, 
these regulations are intended to reatrict the settlement of Europeans in India by indi- 
reot means. : ; ‘ 

dd —No Passport of any Foreign Governor can he considered of validity (o pass a. 
Traveller a single mile through the Company's possessions, but Public Officers station- 
ed near a foreign settlement, will concert with the Foreign Governor, or other consti- 
tuted authority. according to local circumstances, the means of furnishing Travellers 
from such Settlement with the requisite Englisl Passports on proper occasions. 

Sd.—The routes of Foreign Travellers for commercial purposes, will be generally by 
the ven side, and every proper facility should be afforded to that line of communications 
But no foreigner must on any pretence be furnished with a passport to travel inland, 
or even to deviate from the road nearest the shore, without the special authority of 
Government. F . 

4th. English subjects, who are notin His Majesty’s or the Honorable Company’s 
Service, should in like manner be restricted to the road nearest the shore, 

AW Public Officers who may be authorized to grant Passports, will, as soon As 
may be practicable alter the receipt of these instructions, transmit to the Secretary of 
Government, descriptive lists of all Europenne not ia His Majesty's or the Hlonorable 
Company's Service, residing within the limits of their respective authority 5 with their 
apinion regarding the expediency of licensing the farther residence of eact: individ 
The Secretary will return certificates for such as the Governor in Council may th 
proper to license, nnd all Europeans not in the Service, who shall not possess such 
certificates on the * Ist day of Auguat 1802” shall be sent to the Presidency for the 
purpose of being embarked for England. : 

6th.—From and after the above date—no Passport shall be granted to any European 
not in the Service, who resides or slates himself to reside at any English port or station, 
nor toany British subject residing ata foreign settlement, who does not possess such 
certificate of license; but Mariners of Traders, whether British or Foreign, not resident 
in India, who may desire to pass from one port to another for commercial purposes- 
shall be furnisiied with Passports without hesitation. 

N. B.—Tlie certiticates should include a description of the person, and should grant 
conditional permission to teside, at the town of * +” subject to be sent to Eu- - 
yope at the shortest notice, wlienever the Government shall think fit. Y

Aw Ansrracr of the most generally important provisions of Regulation XIII of 1816, 
and of Regulation II of 1817, enacted for consolidating the fees on the institution o 
civil suits, on the admission of exhibits and on summonses for witnesses,with the duty 
on stamps; and for modifying the rules regarding the stamp duties on all descriptions 
of deeds executed within the provinces subject to the Presidency of Fort St. Gieorge, 
which regulations are to be in force from the 12th day of July 1817.

Articte 1.—The object of this Association is to provide a Fund for the Insurance 
of Lives. This Fund isto be portioned inte- shares : and an individual may subscribe 
for acertain number of shares, either on his or ler own life, or onthe Life of any 
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Anticur 3.—The great principle of this Society is the equal division of its accus 
mulated funds among the parties entitled to benefit by lapse of Lives subseribed on, 
according to the number of shares which those parties may respectively hold, 

Articur 4,.—The Seeond Laudable Society shall commence on the let January 
1832, und ahall close on the Slut December 1894, at Midnight, z 

Articie 5.—Not more than Five Shares can be subscribed for on any one Life 
whether those shares be held by one or more individu: 

Articce 6,- Persons sliall be at Jiberty to subscribe for half or quarter shares 
either on their own lives or on the lives of others, and in case of lupsr, the Estate 
of the deceaned, or the parties for whi dvantages the subscription is declared to ba 
or who may have become entitled to auch advantages by Willor Assignment, shall 
benefit by the Funds in a like fractional proportion, 

Articce 7.—-The fellowing are the rates of Subscription to be paid half yearly on 
each share, Halfshare, aad quarter share according to the A gents of the Parties whose 
Lives are subscribed on, at thetime of admission into the Society, viz. 
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Arrttctr 8.—All persons entering the Society, between the Ist January and the 30th 
June, inthe year 1432, shall pay on admission their full Subscription in advance for 
that year, or for the remaining part thereof, computing the same from the date of theit 
becoming Members, until the Ist January 1833, and paying for any number of days less 
than a month one whole month's anbscription.

The 
Concurrent opinion of three of the five Directors shall be decisive, on all matters, re= 
lating to the concerns of the Society, not at variance with these fundamental Regu- 
Jations which can be altered only by a majority of the Members resiting in Madras, 
No question, however shall be proposed ta the members at large without the co 
currence of a majority of the Directors. {n case of the death or removal from Madras, 
of anv of the Directors, another or others shall he chosen, by a majority of the Mem- 
bers of the Society then residing in Madras, or by a majority of such Members reside 
ing at Madras as may attend at a General Meeting to be convened for that Purpose, 


Aattcur I1.—A Meeting of the Directors shall he convened half yearly, when.a 
Statement of the accounts of the Society shall be laid before them by the Secretaries 
and no account. which shall once have been submitted to, and passed by the Directors 
at such meeting, shall afterwards be called in question, unless for some Special and 
manifest Error to the amount of Five hundred Rupees or upwards.

For Ships or Vessels in the Offiing. 


Signals respecting Ships or Vessels in the Offing, whether Men of War or Merchiant- 
men are made from the Garrison g Staff, a Yard slung across the Top-mast, the 
points of which represent the quarter from which the Vessels are coming in. 


Three Classes of Vessels are expressed by the Signals; Vessels of three Masts, of 
two Masts, and of one Mast. 


An Ensign, or square National Flag, represents a Ship of three masts ; a National 
Flag, with two points or Swallow’s tail, represents a Brig or Snow, &c, of two Masts 5 
and a broad National Pendant, terminating in one point, represents a Sloop or Cut- 
ter of one Mast. 

If either of these Flags are hoisted to the yard above described, the Vessels seen are 
on the North or South quarters of the compass. 


The number of Ships that appear in the Offing, are expressed by Pendants--a white 

endant signifies one Ship or Vessel ; a red and white Pendant, two Vessels: ared 
Pendant, pierced with white, three Vaseels ; and a yellow Pendant pierced with blue 
four Vessels ; when the number of Vessels exceed four, they are to be considered ag 
a Fleet ; on which occasion along bite and yellow Pendant will be hoisted. 


Ifthe Vessels in sight are Men of War, iu the North or South quarters, one of the 
numerical Pendants will fly over the National Flag on either side of the Yard Arms. 


If Merchahtmen are seen in the North or South quarters, one of the numerical Pen- 
dants will fly under the National Flag on either side of the Yard Arms. 

If the Ships are Indiamen, a blue Pendant will be displayed as usual under the 
Union Flag of the Fert. 

Ifs Fleet is insight, one Gun_ will be fired after the signal for the Fleet is made 
and if there are two Fleets of different Nations, in the same point of the compass, the 
signal ofthe first seen Fleet will be lowered after the space of 15 minutes, and a fresh 
signal hoisted, which is sikewise to be accempanied by a Gun. & 

A Steamer or a Packet is announced with a blue flag pierced with yellow hoisted to 
the yard arms, expressive of the quarter she is in,
